The tirst division of the ariny of
Paris belonging to the army of the Alps, Forey met
the Austrians at Moutebello, 20th May, 1559, and
alter a severe engagemoent compelled them to re-
treat. In 1862 he was sent to Mexico with the ex-
peditfonary corps that was to place the new Em-
peror on the thrope of that conntry. He had two
divisions of Infantry and one of cavalry. His first
act was npruclamatlon giving the Mexicans liberty
to vote. This was specdily succeeeded by o greneral
sequestration of the propercy of all those who voted
adversely to the pretender. This excited much angry
comment; but it seemed to meet the approval of
the French Government, for General Forey was
made Marshal. Having appointed a provisional gov-
ernment, Forey turmed over his commanid to Ba-

Fpeceh of WiHllinm B, Thomas Last Evenlog In
Went Philadelphin,

At a meeting of citizens of West Philadel-
phia, held last evening, General William B.
Thomas, the opposition candidate to Judge
Kelley, made a speech, in which he said: —

pelition to employ the cheap labor engaged
by other emplovers in other cities, and we

hell soon see these mills and shops filled

with Clhinese luborers: onr parks being graded,
snd our streets repaired by pig-tails; our
wines worked by orientals, and onr kitchens
end sewing-rooms supplied by labor of the
seroe charaetler, to the exclusion of our own
indusirious temales,

The effect of all this must be to displace
onr native-borm and adopted citizens from
their present places of employment, and
crowd them upon other departments of in-
dustry, and thns bring down the wages of
labor, as proposed by the Press, to six dollars
per wontb, or less, It does appear that
Judge Kelley and bis two organs, in thus de-
siring to reduce the wages of labor, and at
the same time to relain the highest rate of
duty on snch neeessavies of life as coal, salt,
ete., are disregardful of the interests of the
poor. in their extreme anxiety to increase the
wenlth and add to the comforts and luxuries
of the rich.
